WASHINGTON, "Bee. 12.—Sen- 


ator Lee Slater Overman, 76-year- 
old North Carolina Democrat and 
one of the Deans of the Senate, 
died at 12:40 o'clock this morning 
from a heart attack which follow- 
ed a severe hemorrhage of the 
stomach in the afternoon. 


Senator Overman died m his 


suite in the New Shoreham hotel. 
At his bedside were hia wife, his 
son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and 
Mrs. Edgar N. Snow of Washing- 
ton, 
another son-in-law, E. C. 


Gregory of Salisbury, N. C., Over- 
man's home, and his physician, Dr. 
Sterling Ruffin. 
The latter was 


one of those who attended the late 
President Woodrow Wilson during 
his last illness. 


ILL ONE WEEK 


The aged North Carolinian, had 


been unwell since last Friday, 
when a recurrence of old stomach 
trouble brought on a hemorrhage. 
After this he rallied somewhat, 
however, and last Monday was seen 
briefly on the Senate floor.

Ruffin had hopes of a recovery 
until the attack yesterday. He ex- 
pressed the opinion after this 
Overman would not last the night 
through. 
A blood transfusion in 


the afternoon failed to save the 
life of the 76 year old patient.

Paul Baer, of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
well-known pilot, with a woman 
passenger, avas killed when their 
plane crashed on the Whangpo 
River, near Shanghai, China. Five 
other passengers were seriously in- 
jured m the wreck. This was said 
to be the first crack-up of an air- 
mail plane in China. Baer was a 
ranking American ace during the 
World War.

Overman played a major in nat- 


ional politics throughout his car- 
eer in the Senate, which began on 
M,arch 4, 1903. He has been active 
in legislative work in recent years 
even though hampered by feeble- 
ness.

He preceded Overmann to the se- 
nate two years.

During the world war

Overmann was conspicious as a 
party leader and confidant of Pre- 
sident Wilson. He secured enact- 
ment of the famous Overmann 
bill, giving President Wilson, czar- 
like powers during the 
national 


emergency. He was active, too 
in the fight for the enactment of 
the Clayton anti-trust law and 
tbe World War espionage act, :ujul 
was chairman of the senate com- 
mittee which investigated German 
propaganda. 


At the time of his death Over- 


man, was ranking Democrat on 
the Senate committees on rules, 
appropriations and the judiciary- 
He succeeded early last year in 
blocking, virtually alone, a det°r- 
mined insurgent Republican move

It will be noted that there has 
been an almost steady ckelme in the rate from ID18 to the present tir/ip 
and records in the State Depnrtmerit of Health show that tuberculosis 
which ranked second among leading causes of death in 1918 now occu- 
pies sixth place. 


"If the tuberculosis death rate is to continue in its downward 


trend," says Dr. Charles A. Neal, state director of health, "an intensive 
effort will have to be exerted by all public health forces in Ohio. The 
prolonged drought through which we have just passed and the present 
unemployment situation will leave in their wake intense suffering, 
material loss and a shortage of good nourishing food. That an increase 
in disease will follow is inevitable."
